VENICE, Italy — As allied leaders gathered on the 
eve of economic summit talks, senior U.S. officials 
hinted Sunday that sanctions against Japanese elec- 
tronics products might be cased, and sternly warned 
Iran against deploying missiles In the Persian Gulf. 

President Reagan Is expected to raise the Issue of 
protecting gulf oil shipping lanes when he and heads of 
stale of Japan, West Germany, Britain, France, Italy 
and Canada meet at a banquet Monday night that opens 
the 13th annual summit of the world’s seven most pow- 
'Crlul Industrial democracies. . , 

White House chief of staff Howard Baker, Interviewed 
on CBS's "Face the Nation” program, said Iran's ac- 
quisition of Chinese anti-ship missiles was a "hostile 
act” that threatened International shipping. 

He said an Iranian attack on U.S. naval vessels was_ 
■ "possible — anything's possible," but served notlcc.that 
Iran would "run the risk of retaliation” If the missiles 
arc deployed. , . 

Neither Baker nor White House national-security ad- 
—vlscr Frank Carluccl, who was Interviewed on. a sOM-_ 
-rate TV programr^ouldTUle’ouf a pre-emptive strike 
against Iranian missile eltes. 

While Reagan relaxed with his wife at the sec uded

Department investigation suggested 
that Japanese firms had been rais- 
ing their prices in foreign markets 
for at least -one type of computer 
chip involved in the dilute. That is 
the so<ailcd Dynamic Random Ac- 
cess Memory or D-RAM chip, a 
basic, relatively unsophisticated 
chip used in many modern electronic 
devices. 

However, James Baker said, 
"from an overall standpoint, the 
evidence is simply not there that 
would permit an overall lifting of the 
sanctions.” 

The comments underscored earlier 
reports that Reagan was considering 
lifting some of the sanctions as a 
go^will gesture (o Japan. 

Of' the $300 million in tariffs im- 
posed in April. $163 million repre- 
sents the amount that U.S. diip 
makers have lost because of Japa- 
nese dumping, and the remaining 
S13S million is altributcd to loss of 
potential Japanese markets.

Recently, one ant hill yielded 1,500 
rodent teeth. Such a volume, 
Wcasma-says.-cnablcs -geologlsts-to- 
do good statistical analysis on age 
and species diversity. 

. Usually, bird fossils arc - rare, 
Weasma says, because the bones arc 
hollow and fragile. But In Hagermon, 
the bog captured and carefully 
preserved bird species in unusual 
quantity, including many kinds of 
waterfowl, extinct western grebes 
and the cormorant, a rare old-world 
vulture.

A tale of two jails 


Nez Perce jail levy would build 
more lawsuit-preventive facility 


Twin Falls jciil misrepresented 
by article; costs were not hidden 


On May 13, the day after a fairly small group of 
_ Nez Perce County voters rejected the proposal to 
' build a new jail, many probably nod their heads In 
self-satisfa(^lon at reading that Twin Falls County 
had approv^ a slightly larger jail for about two- 
thirds the price. 

“Aha! 1 thought that Nez Perce County Jail was 
costingtoomuen!” 

Sorry, folks, but think again, The J3.8 million Twin 

Falls plan just isn't comparable to the $6.4 million 
Nez Perce County, proposal..Il's.vasUy different, and 
Inferior In ways oven tax-conscious voters can ap- 
preciate. 

To start with, the Twin Falls jail will not bens 
lawsuit-proof as the Nez Perce County jail would be. 
It won't meet the standards set by the American 
Corrections Association, so It won’t achieve ACA ac- 
creditation. Now, Idaho law doesn't require ACA ac- 
creditation. but judges and'jurlcs deciding lawsuits 
against jails have historically relied heavily on the 
, ACA. . - - 

The Nez Perce County proposal would meet ACA. 
standards. Twin Falls will fall short In at least one 
area and possibly two, The definite shortcoming Is in 
double bunking, which is forbidden by the ACA and 
frowned upon by the courts. Thirty double bunks will 

be used In all the Twin Falls jail. None would boused 

at Lewiston. ' “ 

The possible shortcoming Is in recreation. The 
Twin Falls jail will have only one inside and one out- 
door rccrcatidn area and they're not separated, 
compared to two separated areas Inside and two 
outside in the local plan. 

Some might say even one recreation area Is more 
than the prisoners deserve, but the courts disagree. 
They say prisoners have a right to recreation, and 
arc supposed to be segregated during their recrea- 
tion just as during their cell time. 

Adult prisoners arc supposed to be segregated Into 
14 different groups by gender, violence, and status — 
awaiting trial, awaiting sentoncing. serving 
sentences or work-release.

There arc olher differences in the two proposals. 
Som’eotthcblgohcs: 

• Twin FalLs County's new jail won’t holdjuve- 
nllc.s. The county plans to ship Its juveniles to a facil- 
ity at .lerome. Although Nez Pcrcc County and its 
neighbors have dtscus.scd building a regional juvenile 
center, that's years away at best and In the mean- 
time. the youths have to be kept someplace. 

Twin Falls i.s probably taking the right approach 
on fills.

• Expansion. The proposal for Lewiston Included a 
$250,000 basement, which was not slated for im- 

mediate use but for eventual expansion. It would 

enclose a lot of space for the money, and the Jail 
Committee thought — probably correctly —that 
not building it would be perhaps penny wise but cer- 
tainlvnound-foollsh:* — — 

• Contingencies. The Twin Falls architects allowed 
only 5 percent of construction cost for theuncx- . 
pected. compared to 10 percent in the Nez Perce 
County proposal. 

• Testing. There’s no money budgeted In Twin

tion features. That was budgeted at 534.000 In Nez 
Pcrcc County's failed proposal. This appears lobe 
another cost hidden to Twin.FpIIs voters but made 
clear to those of Net Pcrcc Coon ty.

One-story structures for Jail facilities the size of 
the one planned for Twto Falls have proven to be tbe 
most cost-effective, from a construction and 
management point of view. Basement space con- 
structed below a Jail facility would undoubtedly be 
the most expcnsivc/unusuable space or>e could con- 
ceive. The structural design problems and water- 
proofing problems aloiie would create extreme ex- 
pense. 


Just looking at the Twin Foils plan revenU 
anothendrawback; dayr<K>ins will Ik* - -

AS explained above, the Twin Falls plan Is pro- 
bably not adequate to protect the county from 
lawsuits. Those 10,000 more square feet could go a 
long way In pcrsuadlngajudgcor jury not to close 
down the jail. / 

Knock off the courtroo'rn, the remodeling, the 
basement, the testing, the contingencies, the fur- 
nishings, the single-bunking and the doubled recrea- 
tion areas, and Nez Pcrcc County’s levy would look a 
lot more like Twin Falls County’s. 

On the other hand, the local proposal Is probably a 
more honest accounting.orthc complete cost of a 
more adequate facility. 

In both cases, time will tell. There, lime will show 
whether the cheaper jail can fend off lawsuits. Here, 
time will tell whether Nez Perce County’s 19.660 
voters will turn out to overrule the 2,518 who re- 
jeeted the jail levy on May 12. ^

Police arrest unidentified man during Ku Klux Klan ‘freedom uialk‘ In Greensboro 

Marchjjf Klan draws 1 50; 
police arrest five in crowd 


GREENSBORO, N.C. (AP) - 
About ^50 white supremacists 
marched through town Sunday in 
(he first Ku Klux Klan parade here 
since five radicals were killed In a 
confrontation eight years ago. A 
bystander fired what appeared to 
be a starter pistol or cap gun, but 
policcsaidnoonowasinjurcd. ,, 

The person who fired the gun 
was quickly' arrested and throe 
“Others were taken Into custody for 
trying to break into the parade 
line, but otherwise the march pro- 
ceeded. peacefully. A fifth person 
was'arrcsted for carrying a- con- 
cealed weapon, a knife. 

Greensboro Poiicc LI.- J.L. 
-Hightower said tlie. gunman, who 
was white, lunged from the crowd 
of bystanders and fired a black 
'revolver as marchers passed. the 
municipal building Just two blocks 
from where the parade was to dls- 
' band, 

"At the moment It wa.s fired It 
appeared. to be a real weapon," 
^iightower said, "It had a loud but 
subdued report. But afterwards, it 
looked like a starter-pistol or a caj) 
gun.” 

Police yelled "get down" as the 
shot went off, sending bystanders 
diving ror.the.p.ivcmcnt. A police 


car following the march zoomed 
Into the curb where the man was . 
being held, and Klan marchers in- 
side a poiicc cordon moved to the 
far side of the street as they pass- 
ed the point where the shot went 
off, 

The* man was grabbed from 
behind by a plainclothes officer 
who knocked the revolver out of 
his hand, Hlghtowcrsald. Other of- ' 
•ficcrs"knockcd-the man-to the 
ground and handcuffed him, he 
said. 

The man; who was not Im- 

mcdiatclv. identified. ' faces 

disorderly conduct charges .and 
could be chargod_wlth assault If 
the black revolver turned out to be 
real or a close-enough facsimile to 
justify fear. Hightower said. 

Three other people - two black 
men and a bliiek woman — also 
were taken Into custody when they 
tried to break into the parade line. 

As the marchers entered Gov- 
ernment Plaza, where they held a 
rally,- a couple of protesters held 
up a sign which read "If ignorance 
is bliss, these arc some happy 
Klansmen." 

The KIan.smen, who handed out 
mcmhcrshlp cards to anyone who 
asked, were led by Virgil Griffin of 


Mount Hotly, the Imperial wizard, 
and Carroll Crawford of Mount 
UHa. the grand dragon. 

At the rally. Griffin made an 
impassioned speech through a 
bullhorn against abortion, saying 
there were •'slaughter clinics” on 
every strecicorncr. 

"America Is going down ihc :

The first victim he saw was a 
young man of about 18. 

“The fellow complained of nausea, 
a sharp headache and he started to 
vomit. They worked in the third unit 
and, it seems, had brlcHy gone into 
Ihc fourth. I asked him what he had 


eaten, when, how the. evening had' 
gone.” 

Belokon wrote that he called his 
clinic seeking help as he first treated 
three or four more' plant .workers, 
suffering the same symptoms and 
then several firemen. All he was able 
■ to do, he said, was try to case their 
suffering. 

By that time he understood that 
he was dealing with radiation 
sickness. 

Four hours after the accident, at 
about 6 a.m., Belokon said he began 
to feel the same symptoms.

Famed Venetian gondoliers 
irate over summit security 


WARSAW. Poland (AP) — ^opc 
John Paul II begins a seven-day 
tour of his homeland Monday that 
the government hopes will 
spotlight a calmer political scene. 

Roman Catholic Church and op- 
position figures look to the visit to 
renew Poland's spirit and shake 
people out of their posl-martlal 
law apathy. 

• -Last -minute-prcpnrntions-werc • 
under way across the country Sun- 
day, with workers decorating 
strc^ils along the papal routes and 
people packing churches where 
: priests gave out information' and 
called for n calm, sober reception. 

In Warsaw, the yellow-and-whlte 
Vatican colors graced nearly every 
church and many apartment 
buildings. Also much In evidence 
were banners of rcd-and-whitc. the 
national colors, and portraits of 




the pope. 

■ ins"(hc"ponlifrs third visit to 
Poland since his election in 1978, 
and the church expects 10 million 
people to gather to see the pope In 
the eight cities on his route. 

Polish leader Gen. Wojcicch 
Janizclski plans to greet Pope 
John Paul at-Warsaw’s Okccic 
Airport on Monday morning. The 
two will hold tolks lolcr In Iheday.- 

The Pope plans to meet private- 
ly with former Solidarity leader 
Lcch Walesa while visiting the 
Baltic seaport of Gdansk, bir- 
thplace of the outlawed free trade 
union movement, on Thursday and 
Friday. 

John Paul first visited Poland as 

K in 1979. He was greeted then 
n outburst of affection and na> 
tfonal pride, crcdKcd with helping 
give rise toSoildarity’s creation. 


tjolldarlty was outlawed after 
martial law was .Imposed in 
December 1981. 

The pope visited again lo June 
19S3, while Poland was In the grip 
of martial law. He provided moral 
support to a despairing population. 
Martial law was lifted in July 1983.

official' Polish press stressed the 
pontiff's role as a champion of 
world peace. "Warsaw, the city of 
peace, welcomes the advocate of 
peace," read a poster displayed on 
many buildings. 

Government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban said earlier that authorities 
hope the visit will "contribute to 
thd increased feeling of national 
optimism ... (and) atmosphere of 
reconciliation" in Poland.

The ban. starting at sunset Shn- 
day — on the eve of the Venice 
economic summit — and ending 
Thursday night, has prompted imgiy 
gondoliers to demand $I7S,000 in 
damages from the Italian gov- 
ernment to compensate for lost 
work during the start of the busy 
summer tourist season. 

"Why should they dose dowa'tbese 
stations anyway? ' What's the 
danger?" DeZorzi said. He gestured 


to the lazily ~ bumping

DeZorzi said. "If joa're going to do 
this, why not just send everybody 
out of tbe dly and keep Venice 
for the snmmiteers?" 

During the last ecobo m re summit 
bere tn 1980, (be gondoliers were paid 
$120 dollars for each day th^ missed 
for security reasons. This lime, they 
say they haven’t received any offers 
of compensation. 

"The last time, wilh Jimmy 
Carter, there wasn't such a fuss," 
said <wi»» burly young gondo l i e r wbo 
lefnsed lo be i<teitifieiL-"He went- 
jogging and we got paid.". 

A fellow goi^icr. his bine eyes 
twinkling in tbe breeze that to csied 
bis white hair anH tossed bis sailor's 
collar, also spoke op. 

"Why do they have to have the 
summit here, in the middle of a 
trewded. working city? “They 
should have' it somewhere isolat ed , 
like an island. Or better yet. on tap 
of Mount Etna," be said, referring to 
theSicilian volcano. 


While the gondoliers . are duOng. 
under tbeir ban, motorized water 
taxis are being allowed lo earn thou- 
sands of dollars ferrying customers 
Ati-tng the summit Resentments 
have Icfllempers frayed. 

On Friday, some gondoliers refus- 
ed to ' be inter v iewed for an . 
American tdevision network, then ' 
assaulted the TV crew and grabbedj^ 
their cameras wbciJ. they began film- 
ing the gondoliers’ wUon near SL 
Mark’s Square. 

Gondoliers say they can make a 
few hundred dollars a day. giving 
rides that start at about $40 for. SO 
minutes on the water, during the 
busiest tourist season. But because . 
-of cold- wealber-eJuLtaln. they say. 
they can work only four or five mon- 
ths out of tbe year, so each day of 
the summer trade is critical. 

"Tbe worst thing is that we 
weren’t even consulted,” Stefono 
Bclgra^, 30. said of the four-day 
ban. Tb^ just told us to go away 
and come back when it was calmer.” 

Tbe order was the latest blow to 
the operators of tbe graceful black 
beats that have become a worldwide 
sj'mboIafVenice.

RUPERT — Bar owners In Rupert 
have petitioned the City Council for 
permission to' begin selling liquor by 
the drink on Sunday, claiming they 
are losing money lo competllors In ■ 
surrounding communities. 

“Potential customers arc travel- 
ing to adjoining areas that are open 
tor business for the sale of'Hquor by 
the drink on Sundays, and therefore 
revenue Is . leaving the city of 
Rupert," the bar owners said in a 
letter to the council. 

Contending they arc “suffering fi- 
nancial repercussions due to Ihc 
economic situationJn the area" just 
like other businesses, the owners 
said they needed the _addlUonal _day 
of“opcrations to h'clp cdpC'wUh the* • 

- stress OB proflls lhe depressed farm 
economy has generated. 

The request, just the latest 
development In the long-running 
debate over rcslrlellvc alcohel lows 
in conservative soalhcm Idaho, 
follows the dcclsion'by the Minidoka 
County Commission to allow lb one 
liquor license holder, the Elks Club, 
lo scir liquor by the drink between 
noon and 8 p.m . on Sunday. 

The .'owners', petition asked for 
quick approval of the request by the 
council so liquor sales could be 
allowed during the big Fourth of Ju- 
ly weekend, but the. council has 
decided lo delay any decision until it 
can guage public opinion.

TWIN FALLS — Recent rains have 
quenched crop thirsts for the time 
bclng^ but bare mountainsides still 
mean summer-long worries about Ir- 
rigation. the Idaho Snow Survey 
reports. 

The agency, which tracks the 
aroduhl" of water "available ' from ■ 
winter snows, cancelled Its June t 
survey because It . couldn’t find 
significant snowpacks to measure -in 
southern Idaho. Supervisor Jerry 
Beard saidrcccntly. 

“Normally, higher elevation 
snowpack isn’t depleted until mid to 
late-Jonc and. again, by May 15, 
essentially all the snowpack was 
gone.” he said. Only three of more 
than 125 sites showed snow, and they 
carried accumulations far below 
normal. hesaid. ^ 

' Because oLJtbc thin snow cover, 
stream flows also peaked in the first 
few'^ys of May. close to a month 
early. 

Showers in the last half of the 
' month swelled streams, restoring 
water to many dry fields, 

On the south side of the Snake 


River, mountain precipitation was 
20 percent above normal. The Big 
Wood River drainage received 50 
percent more rain than normal. - 
Rains were heaviest In the eastern 
half of the slate, reaching more than 
double normal In the uppcr_ Snake 
River; However, In the parched 
southwestern side of the state, rains 
provided limited relief. In the Boise 
River drainages, Ihcy amounted tO " 
only 86 percent of average. 

The precipitation, which came to 
the nick of time to save some crops,, 
is producing short-lived rufioff (or ir- 
rigation, Beard said. 

Rain drains 'more quickly than 
precipitation in slow-mcItlng snow. - 
Many local storms also were not 
heavy, and rain was absorbed Im- 
mediately by di7 mountain soils. 

"As we dry up. we look for stream 
flows to begin to drop," he said. • . — - 
Farmers Irrigating directly from 
live' streams will have lo depend 
heavily this year on the skies, like 
'dryland farmers. 

‘it’s going, to take well-timed, 
above-normal precipitation through 
June and July here to really help us 
through lt.".Beard said.

If South plays today's game with- 
out paying attention to the bidding; 
ho is the favorite to lose his way. To 
succeed, South must visualize 
West's distribution and plan his play 
accordingly. 

West's two-diamond cue-bid is 
"Michaels." It promises about 7-11 
HCP and length in both majors. 

South ruffs the second spade and 
draws two rounds of trumps, West 
following suit both times. Which 
suit should South play next? 

If he plays three rounds of hearts 
first, the game must fail. There is no 
way to avoid two club losers, and 
the defenders get a plus score. 

The winning move is to play dubs - 
first. If they break 3-2, South con- 
cedes a club and claims. When West 
discards on the second club, his 
hand becomes an open book. Since- 
his remaining cards arc all in the 
major suits, West can become the 
victim of an embarrassing end play. 

The ace and king of hearts arc 
cashed, and on the 10 of hearts. 
South discards a club. West must 
lead a major suit for a ruff and dis- 
card, and South throws his last club 
while he ruffs in dummy. Five dia-- 
monds bid and made, with some 
help from the opponents' bidding.

- A simple equation but in marriage, 
couples often add one and one and 
'get one. In essence, they buy Into 
Ibe “total togetbenies'’ myth In 
which they go everywhere together, 
llo everything together, share 
)every thbg together. They stop 
iuncUoniog os Individuals and in- 
leract only as a couple. Having any 
noteworthy experiences without the 
other becomes untblolcable. 

: As a part of this total merging, 
couples tend to develop unrealistic > 
expectations concerning their 
“unalienable rights” in the relation- 
ship. Jerry Greenwald, the author of 
“Creative Intimacy,” calls these 
expectations the “Toxic Bill of 
Rights,” which has these and other 
clauses: 

1. If you love meyou will fill the 
gapsof my unmet needs. When 1 feel 
insecure I expect you to free me 
from whatever anxiety I am unable 
to cope with on my own. 

2. Once you tell meyou love me, r 
have the right to various expecta- 
tions and you are obligated to roe in 
various ways. Ourrela tionsfaip is~‘ 
itow different from what it was the 
moment before you declared your 
love. Now there are things you must 
do for roc, especially if I ask them of 
you, that you were not obliged to do 
before. There arc also things you no 

'longer have the right to do without 
my consent. 

3. A declaration of love for me 
automatically means you have sur- 
rendered your individual freedom. 

For marital partners to perceive 
themselves as simply part of a cou- 
ple and surrender all personal 
freedom stifles true intimacy, say 
Jordan and Margaret Paul, authors 
of “Do I Have to Give Up Me to be 
Loved by You?” 

“You cannot become truly in- 
timate with another if you lose 
yourself ... To have an intimate 
relationship, both partners need to 
feel the fre^om to live their own 
lives in ways that satisfy each of 
them and still meet the other's 
needs. While each of us has needs

that can only be met by the other, 
weeach also have noeds that we 
must meet scparatclK 
: “However, unless our need to ex- 
plore and express our feelings about 
all the different sides of ourselves is 
met within our relationship, our in- 
timacy suffers.” 

Allowing a partner Individual 
freedom to be all that he or she can 
become means taking special pains 
not to restrict growth. As Clint 
Weyand writes in “Thank You for 
Being'': “My love must be willing to 
let you grow in directions I haven't 
traveled. If I don't give you this 
freedom, rriy love is oniyii thinly 
disguised method for controlling 
you." 

Speaking of love as scparalcncss, 
M.-Scott Peckrauthorof “The Road 
LcssTravclcd,” describes another • 
problem interfering with partners 
kccpingscparatc identities and nur- 
turing each other's growth. “Not too 
long ago in a couples group,” says 
Peck, “I heard oncof the members 
state that the 'purpose and function' 
of his wife was to keep his house neat 
and him well fed. 1 was aghast at 
what seemed to me to be his painful- 
ly blatant male chauvinism. 

"I thought (hat I, might demon- 
strate this to him by asking the 
other members of the group to statc- 
how they perceived the purpose and 
(unction of their spouses," continues 
Peck. 

“To my horror the six others, male 
and female alike, gave very similar 
answers. All of them defined the 
purpose and (unction of their hus- 
bands and wives In reference to 
themselves; all of them (ailed (o 
perceive that their mates might 
have anexlstcnce basically separate 
from their own or any kind of ncstiny 


apart from their marriage. 

: . “Genuine love not only respects 
the Individuality of the other but ac- 
tually seeks to cultivate it, even at 
Ihc risk of separation or loss,” soys 
Peck, who further observes: 

' “The ullimatc goal oflifcrcmains 
the spiritual growth of the tndividu- ' 
al, thesolitary Journey to peaks that 
can be climbed only alone . . . But, 
as is the case with all genuine love, 
'sacrifices' on the behalf of the 
growth of the other result in equal or 
greater growth of the self.” 

It is the return of the Individual to 
the nurturing marriage from Ihc 
peaks he or she has traveled alone, 
says Peck, which serves tocicvatc 
the marriage to new heights. ' 

Recognizing the need for partners 
(o preserve personal identity in 
marriage, the Lcba^c writer 
Kahlil Gibran, aulhof'of “The Pro- 
phet," writes: 

"Love one another, but make riot a 
bond of love: 

Let It rather be a moving sea be- 
tween the shores of your souls. 

Fill each other 's cup,.but drink not 
tram one cup. — 

Give one another of your bread, 
but cat not from the same haf. 

Sing and daacc together and be 
joyous, but let each one of you 
alone. 

. Evenastheslrittgsofaluteare 
alone though they quiver with the 
same music. 

Give your hearts, but not into each 
other's keeping. 

For.rinly the hand of life can con- 
tain your hearts. 

And stand togcthcryct not too - 
near together: » 

For the pill ars of the tem ple stand 
apart. 

And the oak tree and the cypress 
grow not In each other's shadow."

all foreign students and teachers.- 
Similar measures, protested by 
human rights groups and resident 
black Africans as being radsi, have 
been taken by India and Belgium . 

- : The Soviet Union, whose 32 cases 
arc claimed to be primarily among 
foreigners, plans to Insittutc man- 
datory testing for ail newly arriving 
foreign students. 

South Korea, which will act as 
host for the I9fl8 Summer Olympic 
'Games, has prepared legislation 
that would require all foreigners to 
prove they are "AIDS-frcc'' . before 
they arc issued residence permits. 
Tourists would be exempt. 

In West Germany, border police 
have received orders allowing them 
to'refusc entry to'suspcctcd foreign 
virus carriers even without screen- 
ing. So far, however, the only case 
involved a Senegalese woman Iden- 
tified by police as a prostitute. She 
was turned back at the French- 
German border. . - 
In May, the conservative West 


German slnlc- of Bavaria enacted 
legislation which mode testing man- 
datory for drug addicts, prostltulcs. 
homosexuals and applicants for civil 
service jobs. 

WHO sclenlisis mafntian that 
such screening programs can have 
detrimental conscqucn 9 /:s, apart 
from being costly at the expense of 
cducallonal programs and of screen- 
ing of blood (or transfusions.
